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Who Sells Books? 


Distribution Census Discloses Some New Angles of Competition in 
Retailing Books, Stationery and Magazines 


Holland Hudson 


PECIAL enumerators for 

the U. S. Bureau of the 
Census found 109 retail 
outlets for books in Balti- 
more, including art stores, 
candy stores, cigar stores, 
drug stores, dry goods stores, grocer- 
ies and delicatessens, hardware stores, soft 
drink parlors, and toy stores as well as 
establishments primarily devoted to the 
sale of books, stationery and magazines. 
They made this show of competition some- 
what less alarming by showing that more 
than half of the books sold to Baltimoreans 
by local retailers are dispensed by book- 
stores or magazine stands, 42.5% by de- 
partment stores, 5.9% by five and ten cent 
stores, and but .7 of 1% handled thru 
unorthodox channels. 

These figures are gleaned from “Retail 
and Wholesale Trade of Baltimore, Mary- 
land, Based on a Census of Distribution 
Conducted by The United States Bureau 
of the Census,” and published by the Do- 
mestic Distribution Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. This document embodies the first 
fruits of a demonstration of the feasibility 
and usefulness of urban distribution data. 
Seventeen cities have been surveyed, and 
references to the advance statistics just 
available on two of them, Denver and 
Syracuse, will be included in this article 
for the purpose of occasional comparison. 





Analysis of these reports leaves some re- 
gret that a greater segregation of data was 
not possible on bookselling as distinguished 
from sales of stationery and magazines. It 
appears, for instance, from Table XI of 
the Baltimore report, that but 26 of the 73 
establishments included in the Government 
classification pleaded guilty to the sale of 
books. With the exception of our quota- 
tions from Tables X and XI, then, the 
conclusions which follow are applicable to 
the general line of stationery, books and 
magazines. 

Baltimore has 73 establishments within 
this classification, one store for each 11,069 
inhabitants. A substantial proportion of 
this population is colored. The volume 
sold of stationery, books and magazines 
amounts to $3,683,400, an average of 
$52,934 per store. ‘This total is one per- 
cent of retail sales in Baltimore, in all lines 
recorded. It means sales of $4.78 per 
capita. The Government’s Table X indi- 
cates that $538,600 is received for books 
and the balance for stationery and maga- 
zines. Table XI shows that but 6 of Bal- 
timore’s 44 department stores are seriously 
engaged in bookselling. 

Table A has been especially prepared for 
the Publishers’ Weekly in order to afford 
a ready comparison of the business figures 
gleaned from three cities. Making due 
allowance for the unreliability of averages, 
it shows that the average income of Syra-

cuse stores in these three lines is some 
$5,000 better than that of Baltimore stores 
and $16,000 better than that of Denver 
stores. 

We observe that the average Baltimore 
store inventory is about twice that of 
Denver, and that the average Syracuse 
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sales to meet payroll costs. Syracuse man- 
ages to lead in average number of em- 
ployees with the smallest inroad on net 
sales. Table B, in which Syracuse does not 
participate, emphasizes some climatic dif- 
ferences between Baltimore and Denver. 
In both cities the payroll peak falls in the 


store carries nearly $2,000 more stock, most winter holidays. But in Baltimore the

of the year, than the Baltimore store. Syra- 
cuse inventories are the highest, and Den- 
ver inventories the lowest in proportion to 
net sales. At New Years the average 
Baltimore store has in stock about $150 
less, and the average Syracuse store nearly 
$2,000 more merchandise than its average 
inventory. 

Baltimore stores worry along with the 
smallest average of employees per store and 
pay the highest average wage or salary. 
Denver dips most deeply into its total net 





mild, Maryland spring season keeps the 
bookstore payroll still above the average 
for the year, while in Denver it has already 
shrunk toward its midsummer proportions. 
In Baltimore, too, the proportion of non- 
selling employees is larger than in Denver, 
larger in fact, than that of Baltimore sell- 
ing employees. Possibly these figures repre- 
sent additional book-keeping in a city where 
most readers wish to be billed at the end 
of the month. More probably they reflect 
the intricate flotilla of motor-cycles and

small tin automobiles which is designed to flourishing department stores. Table A, 


shield Baltimoreans from the shame of 
carrying bundles, a humiliation to which 
Western city dwellers are curiously insen- 
sitive. 

Tables C and D, which reduce to small 
compass the information in the Govern- 
ment’s Tables, X and XI, hold substantial 
cheer for booksellers. ‘They show that 26 
bookstores sold more books than all of their 
83 competitors put together, including 6

however, affords the most meat for the 
bookseller who knows how to use statistical 
material. He will compare the relation 
between his own income and inventory, 
income and payroll, with those disclosed by 
this survey. He will discover for himself 
whether the variations which appear mean 
well or ill for future profits. Quite soon 
the reports for other cities will supply 
further basis for comparison.

The Faculty and the Umwversity 


nm 


N the first article concerning college 

bookselling, I placed myself on record 

as believing that the students are in- 
creasingly ready and willing to interest 
themselves in books. I indicated that the 
faculty must not only be served by the 
bookstore but also be led to co-operate and 
be a part of the enterprise itself. Now I 
should like to introduce some concrete evi- 
dence and some personal comment as to the 
faculty and the bookstore. Actual happen- 
ings are illuminating in this phase of uni- 
versity life. 

I have in mind a good friend of mine 
whose Ph.D. was only an incident in his 
intellectual development. His curiosity had 
caused him to purchase a book of command- 
ing merit in a border line field being not 
exactly science. He found the book very 
stimulating. He could see the human value 
of the volume for his students. Yet it 
could find no place as a text within the 
university. In an unguarded moment he 
told one of his classes of the book and sug- 
gested it for their personal reading. Then, 
in hope of finding some definite reactions 
to the book on the part of the student and 
to the idea of reading, he announced that 
he would be at home on a certain evening 
if any cared to discuss the content of the 
book with him. The suggestion was car- 
ried to other classes. Now, according to 
the popular theory, students do only re- 
quired work and as little as possible of that. 
Many professors hesitate and apologize 
when a book must be purchased, especially 
if it costs over $3.00. To be asked to buy 
two books is often considered the means of 
driving students away from a class. Yet, 
what was the result in this case? The pro- 
fessor, being poor, had a home built to 
accommodate five people. When some 
fifty-seven students came around to talk 
about this book he was in a receptive mood 
but not in a receptive position. Moreover,

fifty books were sold at the bookstore at 
$3.50 each. This illustrates the possibilities. 

Now, if I could isolate from this story 
the factor that made his recommendation 
take I could soon retire from bookselling. 
Some other teacher might announce with 
tears hedewing his face that he had read a 
book that would bring perpetual happiness, 
immortal life, and fabulous wealth to every 
reader yet not a book would be sold or 
read. This human equation has never been 
solved by mathematician or bookseller. 

This incident has a significance other 
than the fact that students bought books. 
What of the value of the bookstore to the 
faculty? Perhaps this professor gained 
some intangible value himself in this read- 
ing. Modern methods of scholarship have 
become over-centralized in the library. The 
larger Ph.D. factories pride themselves on 
the fact that they can supply every book 
needed by their graduate students. What 
are the results? That men feel that it is 
unnecessary for them to buy books. Now 
I am in favor of libraries, but the book- 
store also has its function. ‘The majority 
of the teachers in the modern university 
have lost sight of the bookstore and the 
private library. In any case the teacher of 
today is about as unaware of books as the 
student except in a very limited field. For- 
tunately there are exceptions, but a careful 
study of a faculty’s reading habits would 
be at least illuminating to those who regard 
wide reading as sign of culture. I make 
my study in a university with a high I Q 
on reading, but I am not unfamiliar with 
other institutions. 

My definition of an educated man is 
probably not original but it has stood the 
test of many discussions. I believe that a 
man, to be educated, must have a mastery 
in one field and an understanding in sev- 
eral. Then this understanding must be 
humanized and applied to life. This 
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humanizing must be done by the professor 
as well as.by the student. It is my conten- 
tion that current books are the best cata- 
loging influence. The opinion is abroad 
that the teacher is so familiar with books 
that he can recommend what is best in his 
field for the student’s purpose. He can, but 
often not from the more recent volumes. 
There is also the idea that the teacher should 
be a great help to the bookseller in the se- 
lection of his stock. If the bookseller func- 
tions properly this should not be true. It 
is the duty of the 
bookseller to know 
what books are pub- 
lished, the position 
of the author in 
his field, and the 
ability of the 
author to interpret 
more or less accu- 
rately life, science, 
theory, or new dis- 
covery. Right here 
is where the book- 
store is invaluable 
to the university and the faculty. I am 
not questioning the ability of the teacher 
to do his own selecting. But where 
is he to do his selecting? From publishers’ 
advertisements full of praise, reviews in 
which the reviewer parades his own views? 
I suspect a good bookstore when the books 
are displayed: might be a better place. I 
face the fact that all teachers are ex- 
tremely busy people. Demands for time, 
energy and effort are made on them from 
all sides. No endeavor is more fatiguing 
or more time-consuming than the mental 
effort of the teacher. He can make his own 
selection, but more often he does not imme- 
diately. First he tries to read the periodical 
literature of his field, second the new con- 
tributions of books often highly technical 
in a narrow field. Then he may have some 
personal hobby on which he likes to read 
for his own relaxation and pleasure. After 
that he might concern himself with those 
books of human interest which his students 
could read and understand as interpreters 
of much that they are more formally 
taught. 

My methods with the faculty were sim- 
ple and direct. I would try to find books 
which I knew to be sound, readable, and 
timely. I studied the book interests of each

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professor. I would carefully surround the 
man with these books when he came into 
the store. ‘I made it financially possible 
for him to buy some of these books, some- 
times I loaned him books to read. Actually 
a sort of game developed in which the 
professor won if he found a book of his 
kind that I, as bookseller, did not know 
about. The next step is obvious, for teach- 
ing is often spontaneous. The student 
would hear more or less casually about the 
books being read by the teacher or definite 
recommendation 
would be made. If 
there is a more ef- 
fective method of 
bookselling than the 
personal recom- 
mendation of one 
book reader to an- 
other it has not 
been disclosed by 
the Goddess of 
Bookselling. 

It is this direct 
contact between the 
actual book and the individual teacher 
which I believe to be of the greatest value 
for the bookstore, the professor, and for 
the university. The usual process would be 
for the faculty to read reviews and wish 
to see the book. A few might order but 
ordering would commit them to buy un- 
seen. Others would be moved to recom- 
mend for the library. But the departmental 
funds are often inadequate and must there- 
for be spent cautiously or for some older 
source material. The library would also 
gain if the man in charge of funds could 
have an opportunity to inspect the volume 
before purchase. It would be the case of 
as many but better books. 

The bookstore is then, important, not 
only as a place to secure first hand book 
contacts for the faculty but also as a place 
to help make contacts for the student. 
There are some practical difficulties to be 
overcome as I have indicated before. The 
average professor lives under a considerable 
economic pressure personally. The matter 
of book buying is serious with him. To 
decide to lay out money for books requires 
a moral struggle and sometimes domestic 
tension. Then, too, the older teachers re- 
member the time when books were cheaper. 
When $2 would buy almost any book. Be- 


sides the administration is alert to keep 
down expenses in order to appease the par- 
ents. I am fully aware of the value of a 
dollar, but I would like to suggest that 
money spent judiciously for books is the 
cheapest part of an education. This dol- 
lar value would not be so serious if the 
teacher did not take it to the classroom with 
him. He can be as thrifty as he likes. That 
need not make his students cautious. They 
are likely to have money, can get it, and 
will spend it. 

Therefore it becomes the delicate busi- 
ness of a book-buying advocate to convert 
many of the faculty to the idea that book 
buying by the student is possible; that 
money spent for books is in direct competi- 
tion with that spent for automobiles, 
dances, movies, and ice cream. Not that 
I object to any of these pleasures, but I 
should like to suggest that pleasure can be 
had from books and that often money can 
be well invested in them. 

The bookstore should make itself valu- 
able to the faculty in supplying bibliograph- 
ical help. Here is something that actually 
happened. It opened my eyes a little wider 
and made me feel that my bookstore was 
of some little importance. The appoint- 
ment of a new man to the faculty had been 
widely announced. He was the author of 
books, the writer of magazine articles, and 
governmental departments consulted him. 
A few days after his arrival a meek-man- 
nered individual entered the store and in- 
quired if I could supply him with the latest 
catalogs of several of the larger publishers. 
This was an unusual request. It could, of 
course, be met by handing him the “Trade 
List Annual.” This offer was declined 
when he saw the tome. A tactful question 
brought the reply that he had been teaching 
for a few years in a college that had little 
money for books. Therefore he had lost 
touch with the books published in his field. 
He proposed to accumulate publishers’ cata- 
logs, go thru them and pick out the items 
of interest to him. I asked if he did not 
think it would be more simple to look in 
the U. S. Catalog. He did not know of 
that. I introduced him, and he spent sev- 
eral hours copying out a bibliography for 
his field. I learned something about pro- 
fessors from this. Since, I have found that 
many are totally or partially unaware of 
the existence of and the possibilities for use- 
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fulness of the Cumulative Catalog. But 
even to those familiar with it, there is a 
dexterity in handling that comes from use. 
The bookstore should provide a service that 
will aid the faculty in finding not only sin- 
gle titles but complete bibliographies on 
request. 

Here is another interesting case of 
mutual help between the bookstore and the 
faculty. A good friend of mine came in to 
report that faculty action had decreed that 
a group of one hundred and twenty-five 
students should have an orientation course. 
He had been invited to take charge, since 
his teaching hours would permit. His query 
was, ‘““What shall I do with them?” Now 
he was entirely capable of doing a number 
of things with them. My suggestion (and 
I was biased) was to give them a general 
reading course. It was easy to suggest a 
number of books, timely, interesting and 
directly useable for these students. I lent 
him an armful to take home. As a result 
it was decided to base the reading on six 
books. The students were to buy two or 
three, and then they would exchange their 
purchases. Extra copies were also placed in 
the library. I ordered 35 of each. The 
students did not agree that it should be 
done this way. They proceeded to buy as 
they pleased. Approximately 75 copies of 
each book were sold. The course was thor- 
oly enjoyed by all and is still being run on 
this basis. 

Another way to be of use is to help in 
supplementing textbooks. Strictly text- 
books are not the dominating factor that 
they once were. Many teachers feel this 
way, and yet do not feel that they can ask 
students to buy enough books to make sat- 
isfactory use of source materials. For ex- 
ample, Modern Poetry is a course which is 
hard to teach from a single text yet it is 
done or attempted. I like to look thru the 
whole of the poet’s work and read where I 
will. Students of modern poetry should get 
an insight into the whole work of some of 
of the men, at least. To do this with a 
large class may seem impossible. It is im- 
possible in some colleges, but it need not be. 
Here iis a way in which larger units of the 
writings of a poet can be used. The book- 
store might form a library for the special 
class. Each student in the course contribut- 
ing about what he would pay for an anthol- 
ogy. With this fund a number of books of 
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each author=to be read could be bought. 
Then there are two possibilities. The fee 
collected can be lowered and the books 
retained for continued use or the volumes 
can be distributed among the class at the 
end of the course. There is no legal handi- 
cap to prevent this method from being ap- 
plied to any similar course. I have seen it 
done in Sociology, Modern Novel, Citizen- 
ship, Political Science and Greek. 

Another recent growth in the activities 
of bookstores is the most interesting of all. 
This is small publishing ventures. Miss 
Fay at the New York State College for 
Teachers has published an Anthology of 
Undergraduate Verse. The Vassar Co- 
operative is sponsoring another. The Book 
Nook at Lawrence, Kansas, has a collection 
of Kansan Verse, edited by a member of 
the faculty. My own store was the proud 
father of two slender volumes of faculty 
verse and there are others. This is a real 
service. The young poet does not seize the 
world by the ears, and compel all to listen 
and to buy. A sympathetic, friendly at- 
mosphere is needed for the first reading of 
this sort of writing. Where better can a 
hearing be had than on one’s own campus? 
This is a distinct help to teaching, as writ- 
ing can be encouraged when there is a 
definite object like publication in view. 

Perhaps a more practical help to the 
teacher is the publishing of embryo books 
and teaching helps, perhaps mimeographed. 
This is a business in itself in many colleges. 
I was able to keep two girls busy the year 
around just making books that never saw a 
printing press. Many a set of notes has 
grown into a book thru this process. It is 
a logical arrangement, as the manuscript 
can be revised yearly until it reaches a 
matured form. 

The relationship of the bookstore to the 
university is less complicated than the book- 
store’s connection with the students and 
faculty. To see to it that the students and 
faculty have available a satisfactory book- 
store for practical purposes of service and 
for its large cultural background is a dis- 
tinctly university responsibility. The meth- 
od of cooperation should be simple. Any 
situation in which the bookstore and the 
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administration of the University look upon 
each other with distrust or suspicion is dis- 
tinctly unhealthy. It does not matter 
whether the store is university owned, co- 
operative or a private venture. Each has 
its advantage, disadvantage and _handi- 
cap. In any case definite understanding of 
relationship between the university, the fac- 
ulty, the students and the store should be 
outlined. ‘The store should be financially 
able to give service and be properly housed. 
If the university cares to subsidize the store 
by furnishing a favorable location, low rent, 
and other overhead expenses, well and good. 
Co-operative methods can give term-end re- 
bates if feasible. The service to be main- 
tained should be: first, an adequate stock 
of new and second-hand textbooks; second, 
a carefully selected supply of current trade 
books to meet the demands of the student 
and faculty; third, a sufficient assortment 
of the classics in the attractive cheaper edi- 
tions, and fourth, above all a capable book- 
seller who understands the book business. 
I will write about him in writing about the 
bookstore. 

There is another specific place where co- 
operation is needed. ‘This is in the purchase 
of books by the university. If the book- 
store is properly managed, the bookbuying 
of the university should be connected with 
that of the student and faculty. The mat- 
ter of library buying is important and vital 
to the bookstore as assurance of library 
orders will allow a discerning bookseller to 
buy aright and to have on display many 
volumes that he could not otherwise han- 
dle. It will, of course, be necessary to ex- 
tend such discount as will enable the library 
to buy advantageously from them. ‘This 
situation must be understood well enough 
to know that library orders cannot be han- 
dled by every bookstore. Books are not 
bricks. In this matter I see the most hope- 
ful signs of change. More libraries seem 
to be buying thru their own bookstores this 
year than ever before. The urge seems to 
come from the administration rather than 
from the librarian or the manager of the 
bookstore. This brings me to the key to the 
situation, the bookseller himself and _ his 
store.

Lives of Great Men 


T seems probable that this period of 
American publishing will come to be re- 
membered as the era of biographies just 

as thirty years ago there was the great period 
of historical novels, and the period of new 
poets ten years ago. The amount of inter- 
est that has been created has been amazing 
and the number of creditable new biog- 
raphies that have been produced has ren- 
dered old book lists rapidly out-of-date. 
Many figures of history whose stories could 
formerly be enjoyed only after some re- 
search are now familiar names on popular 
title-pages and at the same time the most 
well-known of historical figures are given 
new interpretations. 


There will be few book lovers who have 
not put some biography on their list of de- 
siderata for this year’s Christmas presents ; 
there are no tastes that cannot be pleased 
by some of the new octavos. How varied 
is the fare? Genghis Khan or Shelley; 
George Sand or Woodrow Wilson; Gen. 
Burgoyne or Commodore Vanderbilt; An- 
drew Jackson or Thomas Masaryk; Heine 
or James Stillman; Henry Ward Beecher 
or Charles Darwin; James Bowditch or 
Joseph Conrad. What strange contrasts! 
What tempting fields! 
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Installment Selling 


FTER much discussion back and 
forth in the public press as to the 
effect of the great increase in in- 

stallment selling, a careful report has been 
made by Professor Seligman of Columbia 
based on a fifteen months’ investigation with 
a staff of research assistants. His conclu- 
sions support the optimists. Far from in- 
ducing extravagance, the report says, the 
system has tended to stabilize output, re- 
duce production costs and raise standards 
of living. “There are fallacies,” says 
Professor Seligman, “in the lines that have 
been drawn between different types of pur- 
chases. Praise has been given to the rail- 
road which buys its rolling stock on pre- 
ferred payment and to the man who buys a 
house on that plan, but blame is given to 
the man who buys furniture or an auto- 
mobile on the same system. In many in- 
stances the new system of consumers’ credit 
has been abused, but the same objection ap- 
plies to producers’ credit, which in its early 
development encountered the same criticism 
which has been directed at installment sell- 
ing.” 

In the bookselling field installment pay- 
ments are an old episode, and, therefore, 
the whole discussion has been rather aca- 
demic. Subscription selling by American 
publishers began in a large way fifty years 
ago and has been applied to all types of 
books from books in parts in the days of 
“Picturesque America” or Duruy’s “His- 
tory of Rome” down thru the period of 
standard sets, to the wide development of 
its use in law, medical, and reference sets. 
The retail bookseller has had less use for 
this system than the publisher because his 
units of sale have not been large enough to 
make such a provision important, but, if 
larger units of sale could be induced, an 
adoption of the plan might well be of in- 
creasing value. 


Magazine Publicity 


EYOND all comparison, this is a 
great year for book material in the 
magazines, and the November jour- 

nals have given much space to home read- 
ing and book selection. Notable among 
the many good things is the appearance in 
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the Ladies’ Home Journal of an article on 
“The Books of My Boyhood” by A. Ed- 
ward Newton. Newton’s pen has been 
such a happy stimulant to the field of rare 
book collecting that to have him turn to 
the field of children’s books has set people 
to thinking about the delights of old vol- 
umes in this field and of the very per- 
manent influence which books have when 
they are the personal possessions of boys 
and girls’ Mr. Newton’s first book was 
“Jessica’s First Prayer,” which many of 
his generation will remember, and_ his 
description of “Sandford and Merton’’ is 
delightful and does much to explain the 
character of a book that has become only a 
name to most of those who now read or 
handle books. 


A Book-Served City 


F the Mayor of Chicago be really per- 
turbed about the printed matter that 
is distributed to his municipality one 

can well understand his anxiety about the 
public library of the city, as few institutions 
of its kind so completely blanket their ter- 
ritory with active and competent library 
service. 

Chicago’s 3,000,000 people are taking 
out 11,611,107 books a year, or over 38,000 
a day, to say nothing of a reference service 
which in the main building alone serves 
over 1,100,000 in the year. 

Its number of volumes has grown 
steadily. It had 6,852 in 1873; 258,498 
in 1900, passed the million mark in 1919; 
and nearly reached the million and a half 
mark in 1926, with annual purchases of 
177,000 volumes a year, and a total budget 
of $1,647,000. 

The great home circulation has been pos- 
sible by an intensive development of branch 
and agency systems, and there are now 43 
branches and sub-branches, 18 branches in 
schools, 80 deposit stations, 88 business 
house libraries, 106 special deposit stations, 
3080 school deposit stations. 


Anonymous Letters 


E receive a good many anonymous 
letters. Usually they viciously at- 
tack some trade practice or event 
and end by saying that, of course, The 
Publishers’ Weekly would not dare pub- 
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lish the letter. And, of course, we don’t 
publish it. Facts that the letter-writer 
would not support by his own signature, 
and arguments that he will not sponsor 
with his own name are poor material for 
publication in this or any other paper. The 
publishers and booksellers of America are 
on the whole a very well-intentioned group 
and will take criticism from others in good 
part. The critic need not preserve ano- 
nymity in order to be safe from reprisals. 

This fall there has been an epidemic of 
anonymous communications. The busiest 
typewriter is that of some bookseller who 
sees sinister intentions in every action a 
publisher makes. We hope that we may 
never have his anonymity solved for us, as 
this might lower in our esteem some old 
subscriber. 

If we ever do print an anonymous com- 
munication, it will be because it has sup- 
portable facts so ably presented that the 
trade should not miss the arguments. 


Two Books Free 


HE heading of the full page current 

advertising of the American Review 

of Reviews reads, “The Two Most 
Important Books of the Age FREE!” The 
details of the advertisement explain that the 
Review of Reviews hopes to build its circu- 
lation by offering two books by Bruce Bar- 
ton, ““The Man Nobody Knows” and “The 
Book Nobody Knows” free with an eigh- 
teen months’ subscription to the magazine. 
The regular subscription price would be 
$6, and for $5.50 it will give the magazine 
plus the two books. Inasmuch as the maga- 
zine is not allowed to take subscriptions at 
less than half price and still use the second- 
class mailing privileges, the books them- 
selves are apparently valued at $1.25 apiece 
postpaid. 

The Publishers’ Weekly feels, as before 
said, that magazines that are worth while 
ought to be able to build circulation with- 
out putting a disruptive suggestion as to the 
value of the books in their advertisements, 
and the overstatement as to the importance 
of these highly interesting volumes does no 
credit to the writer of the ad copy. Him- 
self an expert in ad copy, Mr. Barton will 
be blushing with embarassment when he 
reads what is claimed for his literary out- 


put. 
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Surplus Stock—A Way to Dispose 
of It 


NE of the problems of the retail 

trade discussed at the last conven- 

tion of the American Booksellers’ 
Association was the question of the disposal 
or exchange of “‘surplus stock.” 

In many bookstores, especially those. ac- 
tive ones that are unafraid of buying quan- 
tities of new publications, there are, when 
each season is over, some titles that failed 
to find the expected local demand. ‘The 
problem is how to sell this overstock 
quickly when the space and the money are 
needed for the newer and more quickly 
saleable items. 

It has been suggested that the Publish- 
ers Weekly should plan a service for book- 
sellers by listing, incognito the “Surplus 
Stocks” that dealers desire to turn into 
cash. ‘Titles that cease to sell in one town 
are often live items in another. 

As a result of a canvass among a hun- 
dred dealers as to the probable value of 
such a service the responses without ex- 
ception have been enthusiastic. We shall 
therefore start this service in our December 
3rd issue. 

Under the heading “Surplus Stocks,” 
subscribers will find in the classified adver- 
tising section various lists. With each 
title both the retail and the offered price 
must be given. 

The cost of this service will be at the 
rate of 25c. a line and the lists will be 
printed after this model.

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Creative Reading Course 
Progresses 


HE series of studies in current liter- 

ature which was described in the 

Publishers Weekly of October 8th 
and is issued by the Institute of Current 
Literature, Harvard Square, Cambridge, 
has reached its third number under the gen- 
eral editorship of Professor Robert E. 
Rogers. The first number took up Glen- 
way Westcott’s “The Grandmothers” and 
Wiggam’s “The Next Age of Man”: the 
second number, with criticisms by Emily 
Newell Blair, took up “Death Comes for 
the Archbishop” and “What Can a Man 
Believe?” ; the third number, just at hand, 
is written by May Lamberton Becker and 
takes up Wells’ “Meanwhile” and “Shake- 
rene, by Clara Longworth de Cham- 
run. 


This course is primarily for the general 
public but its value to the bookseller lies in 
the fact that it can point out to him the 
way to a more complete understanding of 
the books he reads and thus enable him to 
interpret more clearly to his trade the value 
of each new book. Booksellers are often 
able to say of a book merely that it’s a good 
story or a poor story, or it appealed to them 
or did not appeal to them.. They have too 
little training in estimating what the au- 
thor was after and whether his purposes 
were reasonably well accomplished. Train- 
ing such: as this course would give would 
make much more complete analyses possible. 
The reasons for a customer’s interest in 
Westcott, Cather or Wells are more subtle 
than whether the book is a good or exciting 
story or not. 


So far, this series has been accomplishing 
its aim in making these differences in style, 
technique and purpose very clear to the lay 


reader.

The Europe of Our Day 
‘THE Chicago critics of library books 


have taken sharp issue with one of 
the Reading With A Purpose Series, 
‘The Europe of Our Day,” by Professor 
Herbert A. Gibbons of Princeton. They 
object to four out of the six books in the 
bibliography of that monograph. This will 
probably give many people a new interest 
in the list. Particularly do they object to 
Dean Inge’s volume on “England” which 
Scribner published on this side last year. Of 
this book Professor Gibbons said: “This 
volume arouses criticism bordering on wrath 
in the United States and France and a 
storm of protest in Gréat Britain and: her 
colonies. He spares neither the feeling of 
his fellow-countrymen nor those of other 
peoples. Dean Inge reveals the startling 
fact that we Americans are very much in 
the minds of Europeans, especially of the 
English, and that they do not approach 
their problems and formulate their policies 
without constant thought of us. We need 
the mental stimulus and the irritation the 
book arouses. Nothing could do us more 
good.” 

If the book critics believe that what we 
ought to hear from England is what she 
ought to be thinking about us instead of 
what she is thinking about us the point of 
their comment seems clear. If, however, 
it is more important to get our information 
accurately rather than confusedly, the list 
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of six books in this still stands as a good 
recommendation.

I expect some of 
my highbrow friends will stare at my selec- 
tions. But here they are.”

October Best Sellers 


NOTHER “prize” novel has im- 
A meiatey won first place on the list 
of best selling fiction in October, as 
compiled by Books of the Month. It is 
the Atlantic Monthly $10,000 novel, 
“Jalna” by Mazo De La Roche, which 
tells the story of a large family, living in 
the Canadian wilderness, under the domi- 
nation of the grandmother. Warwick 
Deeping’s latest novel, “Kitty,” attained 
second place, also in its first month of pub- 
lication. Kitty is a young English girl, 
who helps her soldier husband regain 
health of mind and body, in spite of the 
jealous opposition of her mother-in-law, 
who believes her son has married beneath 
him. There is another new title in sixth 
place, which was mentioned in this column 
last month as having best selling promise. 
“Dusty Answer” the first novel of a young 
English girl, Rosamond Lehmann, and a 
selection of the Book-of-the-Month Club, 
describes delicately and beautifully the first 
twenty years or so of an unusual girl’s life. 
“Wallflowers” is again seventh, followed 
by another new title, Joseph C. Lincoln’s 
latest, ““The Aristocratic Miss Brewster.” 


““Miss Brewster” is a good example of 
the power of local appeal, for booksellers’ 
reports show that it is the most popular 
in New England, while it had only one 
vote in the south. “The Grandmothers,” 
which is a saga of Wisconsin, has strong 
support from the middle west. 


There is also a new leader of non-fiction, 
this month, “Trader Horn,” followed by 
“We,” with “Napoleon” again in third 
place. ‘“‘Mother India,” which has been 
having fine sales everywhere, has jumped 
from eighth to fourth place.

Carroll Moore, author of “Nicholas.” This 
annual gathering on Monday afternoon has 
for many years served as an official opening 
of Book Week in the New York vicinity, 
and brings together a great number of peo- 
ple who are professionally interested in 
books and their distribution. 


Exhibition of Horn Books 
[N the New York Public Library Exhi- 


bition Room, which so recently housed 
the collection of early American Children’s 
books loaned by Dr. Rosenbach, there is 
now on view a collection of horn-books. 
The collection was made by James C. 
McGuire and is now presented by him to 
the Library. 

In spite of the general use of. these 
‘primitive school books” in practically all 
countries, and especially in Germany, 
France, Belgium, Holland, Italy, England, 
the United States, Mexico and Egypt, 
from the latter half of the fifteenth cen- 
tury until as late as the last half of the 
eighteenth century, hornbooks are seldom 
seen. In this collection there are thirteen. 
The general form of the hornbook is that 
of the old-fashioned butter-paddle. In its 
primitive form it was made of wood with 
the lesson that the child was to learn 
printed on a piece of paper, fastened to the 
wooden paddle, and covered with a piece 
of horn. There were various developments, 
such as for instance those shown in this 
group which are cut to represent men and 
women in smocks, which have their features 
carved out and are stained. 

The collection of hornbooks, with the ex- 
ception of one made of leather, came from 
the Charterhouse on the bank of the 
Thames in London, when in the early part 
of 1921 certain alterations were being made 
in this building. After the Poor Boys’ 
School had been moved to larger quarters 
these hornbooks were found in an unused 
portion of the building in the attic under 
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a stairway. ‘They were acquired by James 
C. McGuire and presented to the New 
York Public Library, a gift which will 
mean much to the library’s general col- 
lection as well as to the children’s room 
for reference and exhibition when tracing 
the development of children’s books. 

A complete, descriptive list of the horn- 
books now exhibited has been prepared by 
Paul D. Bailey and is printed in the Bulle- 
tin of the New York Public Library for 
November, 1927. 

The hornbooks fill only two cases and in 
the other cases in the room the library has 
exhibited the later developments from the 
hornbooks,—primers and alphabet books, 
beginning with those that followed on the 
hornbooks and coming up to those pub- 
lished only last year. 


Indexing ‘‘Atlantic’’ Ads 
for the Readers 


"THE December Atlantic with its extra 

pages of publishers’ advertising carries 
a new feature in an index to books adver- 
tised. This is called ““The Atlantic Book 
Index,” and at the beginning of the index 
is the suggestion that the customer “take 
this list to your bookseller; it is virtually 
a composite catalog of the best current 
books. They are listed alphabetically to 
make bookstore shopping more conve- 
nient.” Every book advertised in the book 
section is indexed with the page number on 
which it appears, and at the bottom of 
every advertising page is the line, “Turn 
to the book index at the end of the sec- 
tion.” The December index will show 
about 700 titles advertised, the November 
number having listed 500. The publish- 
ers are trying to bridge the gap between 
the impulse to buy and the action of 
purchase.

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CURRENT RARE BOOK NOTES 
Frederick M. Hopkins 


HE one field of collecting that leads 

all others at the present time is that 

of autographic material. The high 
prices which autograph letters, documents 
and manuscripts, literary and _ historical, 
have been bringing for several years, are 
now drawing a great deal of rare and valu- 
able material from its hiding place, and is 
finding a ready market in the auction rooms 
of London and New York. ‘The most im- 
portant American sales this season thus far 
have been those of autograph letters, docu- 
ments and manuscripts, and the surprising 
thing is that the more material that is of- 
fered, the higher the price goes and the 
stronger the demand appears to be. Per- 
haps the reason is that all know that the 
supply is limited and at the present rate 
will soon be exhausted. American collectors 
have long since learned that the time to 
buy literary rarities of all kinds is when 
they have the opportunity. This particu- 
larly applies to autographs. 


THE Lincoln collection of autographs, 

books, broadsides and medals of 
Emanuel Hertz, of this city, was sold in 
two parts on November 15 and 16, both 
realizing $46,604.75. This was a large 
collection containing the common and the 
rare, but good prices were realized for the 
more important material. A newly dis- 
covered episode in the life of Lincoln, the 
establishment of a German newspaper in 
Springfield, Ill., for the Republican cam- 
paign of 1860, the details of which are 
given in an A.D.S., 2 pp., dated Spring- 
field, May 30, 1859, brought $2,400; an 
A.L.S., 2 pp., 8vo, Washington, June 11, 
1861, urging more regiments for Indiana, 
also sold for $2,400; a letter on supplying 
arms to Texas loyalists, 1 p., 8vo, August 
4, 1862, $1,300; a brief toast to Robert 


Burns, 1 p., 8vo, Washington, n.d., $1,500; 
an A.L.S., 1 p., 4to, Springfield, April 26, 
1849, telling of the efforts made by rival 
politicians to break down his influence at 
Washington, $1,700; but the highest price, 
$2,900, was reserved for an A.L.S., 2 p., 
8vo, written to Gen. Robert Anderson, 
from the Executive Mansion, Washington, 
August 15, 1863, apparently after an ap- 
peal by Mrs. Anderson to the president for 
back pay for her husband, who had been 
out of the service for two years on account 
of ill-health, The original autograph 
manuscript of Gideon Welles, secretary of 
the navy, regarding the reconstruction poli- 
cies of Lincoln and Johnson, telling of the 
occurrences of the last cabinet meeting of 
Lincoln, 107 pp., folio, fetched $1,500. 
These catalogs with their prices will long 
have a reference value to the dealer and 
collector of Lincolniana. 


LEU: COL. RALPH H. ISHAM 

and Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach, both of 
this city, and Robert Wilden Nesser, now 
living in Paris, have made several unusual 


contributions to the Yale University 
Library, it has just been announced by 
Professor Andrew Keogh, the librarian. 
Col. Isham, whose recent purchase of the 
James Boswell papers attracted interna- 
tional attention, has given nearly 200 items, 
many of them nineteenth century editions 
of Goldsmith’s better known works,. among 
them sixty-six editions of “The Vicar of 
Wakefield,” thirty-seven of the poetical 
works, and various editions of the essays 
and miscellaneous works. ‘The collection 
includes early editions, such as third, fifth, 
seventh and eighth of “The Deserted Vill- 
age,” the seventh and ninth of “The 
Traveller,” and some German and French 
translations. Dr. Rosenbach has given the 
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university a rare Yale item, a pamphlet 
printed in 1727, the title page of which 
reads: “A Monumental Gratitude At- 
tempted, in a Poetical Relation the Danger 
and Deliverance of Several of the Members 
of Yale-College, in Passing the Sound from 
Southold to New Haven, August 20, 17206. 
New London: Printed and Sold by T. 
Green. 1727.” The pamphlet which con- 
sists of 166 lines of verse in heroic couplets, 
gives the praise of the students for having 
been saved from drowning in the storm. 
Robert Wilder Neeser, a Yale graduate of 
the class of 1906, has given the library a 
collection of forty-eight of the log books of 
British men-of-war, among them the Corn- 
wallis, Imperious, Iphigenia, Maidstone, 
Phoebe, Raleigh, Rhadmanthus, San Josef, 
Sea Horse, Snake, Tartar, Unicorn, Ven- 
geur, Zealous and Zenobia. These ships’ 
records range from 1807 to 1840. 


N2 one of that famous group of New 

England authors of the nineteenth 
century is showing stronger vitality than 
Henry D. Thoreau. This season there are 
several new books that will interest Tho- 
reau collectors. “The Heart of Thoreau’s 
Journals,” edited by Odell Shepard, and 
published by Houghton Mifflin Company, 
is an attempt to make the best possible 
selection of material characteristic of Tho- 
reau in one volume from the complete 
journal of fourteen volumes published 
several years ago. A new edition of “Wal- 
den,” with Eric Fitch Daglish’s woodcuts, 
is printed in a limited edition by the same 
publishers. From England comes “The 
Moon,” a selection of nature notes printed 
in a limited edition at the Shakespeare 
Head Press. And J. Brooks Atkinson has 
written a sympathetic critical study under 
the title, “Henry D. Thoreau, the Cosmic 
Yankee,” that enthusiastic collectors will 
like. A dealer, who has specialized in first 
editions, writes us, “I can no longer keep 
first editions of Thoreau on my shelves. I 
have many calls for ‘Walden’ and ‘A Week 
on the Concord and Merrimac Rivers,’ 
which I am unable to supply. I have been 
selling these first editions at too low a price. 
You will soon see the latter volume bring- 
ing $100, and when it does the rise will be 
rapid.” ‘

‘THE American fund for rebuilding and 


endowment of the Shakespeare Memo- 
rial Theater at Stratford-on-Avon, in 
which Americans have been keenly inter- 
ested from the start, has just been increased 
by a second gift of $100,000 by Edward S. 
Harkness, according to an official an- 
nouncement by Thomas W. Lamont, chair- 
man of the advisory committee of the 
American Shakespeare Foundation. The 
American fund now totals more than 
$660,000, and the British committee’s fund, 
$610,000. In addition to the cost of the 
theater and its equipment, which is esti- 
mated to be about $750,000, there will be 
an endowment fund for the support of the 
theater and the maintenance of a perma- 
nent company of actors to perform Shake- 
spearean plays at the Memorial Theater. 
American collectors and the book trade 
have taken an active interest in the success 
of the American fund and will be delighted 
to know that it has now passed the total 
raised by the British committee. Ameri- 
can Shakespearean enthusiasm is not lim- 
ited to the purchase of First Folios. 
A CHARLES ELIOT NORTON ex- 

hibition is now being held in the 
treasure room of Widener Library at Har- 
vard in commemoration of the centenary of 
the university’s first professor of fine arts. 
Norton’s close association with Ruskin, 
Carlyle, and other literary men is shown in 
the many autographed first editions from 
the Shady Hill library. The exhibit will 
be changed each week for a month, and 
will be taken from the Norton library of 
several thousand volumes which was, in a 
large measure, the basis of the treasure 
room collection. ‘The present exhibit in- 
cludes several volumes from the collection 
of work by Bruce Rogers presented to the 
university by Professor P. J. Sachs, 1900, 
in memory of Norton. ‘This collection 
comprises nearly 300 volumes of Mr. 
Rogers’s work including many of the rarer 
early volumes now at a high premium and 
hard to get.
